Last week I called Die attention of 
the school 
patrons to 
the 
matter 
taught in tile present adopted 
text 
book on physical geography, and I 
now feel impressed to call attention 
to the fact that religion should be 
taught in the public schools. 
I have never understood why our 
school men and laymen have so long 
continued in leaving the impression 
upon our children that the bible has 
no place in the school. 
Is not relig­ 
ion the basis of all moral training? 
It looks cold and unnatural to me to 
to see school begin work each day 
without some form of training which 
leads a child to know and realize that 
there is a God to glorify. 
There are 
three fundamental truths which are 
essential to effective moral training, 
viz: the existence of God, the immor­ 
tality of man, and man a responsible 
being. 
The 
American 
people 
are 
united on the principle of a complete 
separation of church and state. 
But 
we, of late, have just swung too far 
to the extreme by declining to allow, 
or demanding that selections from the 
bible be read in our public schools. 
The government of the United States, 
our government, the government we 
love so well is by no means unrelig­ 
ious. 
By act of congress it has is­ 
sued a declaration of faith which it 
has extensively circulated. 
Let me 
beg you to read it over.

Spanish Pork Chops. 
Put tw o pounds of pork chops into a 
baking pan with one cupful of hot w a­ 
ter.

One cupful of white cornmeal, one 
teaspoonful of salt, one tablespoonful 
of lard, enough boiling w ater to mois­ 
ten the meal, two tablespoonfuls of 
cold sw eet milk and one tablespoonful 
of sugar. 
Stir all together, beat iii two 
eggs and add two teaspoonfuls of bak­ 
ing powder.

S outhern Beaten B iscuit. 
One pint of flour, one rounding ta ­ 
blespoonful of lard, one-half teaspoon­ 
ful of salt and one-half cupful of milk 
of water.
